SETTLERS FLEE FOR LIFE.

Fire* Beyond Control — Gore Range 
■timing for a Hundred Mile*. 

Idaho Springs (Col.).— The forest 
fires burning on the west side of the 
divide are beyond control, and people 
are said to be fleeing for their lives. 
How many, if any, have perished can¬ 
not be known, as there is no way of se¬ 
curing direct information at this time. 
Cattle are known to be perishing, and 
bear and deer and other wild animals 
are running to the east side oi the 
divide. The damage will be tremend¬ 
ous. 

There seems to be a settled opinion 
among the ranchers that the forest fires 
were started by the Ute Indians with 
malicious intent. They say the forci¬ 
ble ejection of tbe Indians and their re¬ 
turn to tbe reservation more than a 
year ago, because of their slaughter of 
game, made them bitter against the 
whites. They are now playing even, 
the settlers think, and at the same 
time driving some of the game into 
Utah, where they can bunt without 
being molested by game wardens. 

Henry Grom, one of tbe ranchers 
living at Toponas, Egeria Park, arrived 
here from the burning country. He 
said: “The Gore range is on fire for 
more than 100 miles. Fires are also 
seen in Grand county, near Kremm- 
lisg. Tbe ranchers are fighting the 
flames, and when I left were experi¬ 
encing great loss in all kinds of prop¬ 
erty. The fires wliioh are reported 
cover most of the northwestern part of 
tlie State and extend through the 
counties of Routt, Rio Blanco, Grand, 
Larimer, Garfield, Eagle, Pitkin and 
Summit.

DONS CLAIM A VICTORY 


Aguinaldo’s Men Said to Have 
Met With Defeat. 

SERIOUS BATTLE ON VISAYAS ISLAND 

Filipino* Ilerlared to Be Generally In 
Favor of Autonomy—The Kalelgh on 
a Fence Million. 


The Officer Who IHrected the A**ault 
on Manila Tell* of the Battle—Praiae 
for the California Troop*. 

Washington.—Tlie report of General 
Thomas M. Anderson, commanding the 
Second Division of the Eighth Army 
Corps, as to operations about Manila 
has been made public at the War De¬ 
partment. General Anderson tells of 
ail interview he had with Aguinaldo 
prior to the fighting and declares that 
the rebel chieftain did not seem pleased 
at the coming of the America IkjWM 
forces, because, as Anderson beTievesj 
Aguinaldo hopes to capture Manila 
with his own forces. 

The battle that resulted in the fall 
of the Philippine capital is described 
in detail by General Anderson, under 
whose immediate command, subject to 
[Merritt’s orders, the assault was made. 
The report is merely the story that is 
familiar to the newspaper reading pub¬ 
lic, but has the advantage of being told 
in the terse, graphic style of a soldier. 
A feature of interest is the admirable 
working of the field telegraph service 
during the battle. 

General Anderson says: “Tlie Colo¬ 
rado, California and Oregon regiments, 
the regulars and the batteries of the 
Seoond Brigade showed such zeal that 
it seems a pity that they did not meet 
men worthy of thoir steel. My staff 
officers were active, zealous and intelli¬ 
gent in the performance of their duties 
and the men and officers of the entire 
division showed the best qualities of 
American soldiers.” 

General MacArthur also has made a 
report wliioh goes more into detail 
concerning the operations of his bri¬ 
gade, and commends the bravery of a 
number of officers and organizations. 

HOBSON STAKES HIS REPUTA¬ 
TION. 

The Government Will L*nd Kvery As¬ 
sistance to Him. 

Washington. — Assistant Secretary 
Allen, who lias been directly in charge 
of the arrangements made with the 
wrecking companies for raising such 
of the Spanish warships sunk or 
stranded in the battle of July 3d as 
can be recovered, said regarding Con¬ 
structor Hobson’s work on the Teresa, 
that the Navy Department had given 
the young oonstruotor all tlie assist¬ 
ance possible in the prosecution of his 
work. Moreover,' it is now proposed 
to give him further aid in his efforts 
to raise the Colon, by far tlie finest 
ship of the Spanish squadron. 

In the case of this ship the young 
constructor lias pledged liis professional 
reputation against the unanimous 
opinion of other expert wreckers who 
have examined the ship. Yet the 
Navy Department is unhesitatingly 
supporting Hobson’s judgment, as is 
indicated by the fact that it shipped 
from New York $20,000 worth of spe¬ 
cially manufactured rubber bags to be 
used in lifting the Colon. Aside from 
the sentimental reason for sparing no 
effort to save this ship, the Navy De¬ 
partment is satisfied from the reports 
of tlie divers who have investigated her 
condition, that she is well worth, from 
a purely monetary point of view, the 
expenditure of a considerable percent¬ 
age of her original value, about $4,000,- 
000, if there is a reasonable prospect of 
raising her. _ 

Our Colonial Postofflce*. 

Washington.—Reports are just com¬ 
ing to the Postoffice Department allow¬ 
ing the volume of postal business done 
at Manila, Ponce and Santiago. It is 
believed the receipts will fully meet 
the expenditures of the service. The 
postage stamps sold at Manila amounted 
to over $18,000. The amount of stamps 
issued to the Manila Postofflce through 
the Postofflce at San Francisco aggre¬ 
gate $30,660. 


Madrid.—A dispatch received here 
from the Visayas islands says the Ta¬ 
mils have landed in the Antiga pro¬ 
vince and have been completely de¬ 
feated by the Spanish column after a 
sharp fight in wliioh ninety-four of the 
insurgents were killed.

More Uelity at San Pedro* 

Los Angeles. — The statement is 
printed here that vork on the construc¬ 
tion of the proposed San Pedro break¬ 
water may not begin for several 
months, and that it is due to the fact 
that it is not to be started before the 
new year that Constructor Neu has re¬ 
turned East. His representatives here 
are hunting the Pacific Coast over for 
tugs to be used in towing rock for the 
harbor, wliioh will have to he handled 
in barges from San Clemente island to 
San Pedro harbor, a distance of over 
sixty miles. 

It is claimed that the Government 
purchased all the available shipping of 
this character oil the Coast at tho out¬ 
break of the war with Spain, and as a 
result San Pedro harbor contractors 
may have to have the tugs powerful 
enough for their purpose built for 
them. Should such prove the case the 
harbor work cannot possibly begin 
for at least six mouths. 

In tliiB connection it may be said 
that Neu admitted at San Pedro re¬ 
cently that while some beginning 
might soon be made, the actual work 
of construction would not begin mtioli 
before March. He apparently fully 
expected to build the tugs for the 
work. 


Bltuinrn la Southern Humboldt. 

Eureka. — A valuable discovery of 
bitumen is reported in the southern 
part of Humboldt county. The find is 
in Mottole valley, twelve miles from 
the coast, and the quantity is said to 
he practically unlimited.

Trophies Fro... Manila. 

Washington.—Two valuable souve¬ 
nirs of the capture of Manila have been 
received at the Navy Department 
from Admiral Dewey. One is “the 
official flag of Manila,” sewed to which 
was a linen memorandum that the flag 
was “hauled down August 13, 1898, 
5:40, by Flag-Lieutenant Brumby and 
signal boys Stanton and Ferguson, front 
the flagship Olympia, after tlie sur¬ 
render of the city to the combined 
naval and military forces of the United 
States.” 

The other souvenir was the flag of 
the Spanish armed transport Cebu, 
captured at Manila August 13, 1898.” 

These flags were turned over to the 
chief clerk of the Navy Department for 
transmission to the Naval Academy, 
where all such trophies of the Ameri¬ 
can Navy are stored and displayed. 

Protocol May Bo Rejected. 

Valparaiso (Chile).—There is a pos- 
sibility that the protocol with Peru 
will not be approved by Congress. It 
was stated iiere that action lias been 
delayed until it can be determined 
whether nitrate beds exist in the pro¬ 
vinces of Tacna and Arica, which tbe 
protocol would surrender to Peru.

HOW THE PHILADELPHIA INSTITU¬ 
TION IS PROTECTED. 

Little Chance For Amy One to Got Rich 

Quickly by Helping Himself to tfnele 

Sam's Treasure—Patrols, Revolvers and 

Winchesters la Floaty. 

Probably not one person oat of a hun¬ 
dred who pass by the Philadelphia mint, 
that grim looking edifloe at Chestnut 
and Juniper streets, after nightfall real¬ 
izes what is going on inside. There is 
nothing mean about Unole Sam, bat he 
is determined that any one who gets 
bis money shall get it honestly and by 
process duly laid down. Therefore he 
has taken all kinds of precautions to 
properly protect, especially at night, 
tbe millions upon millions piled np in 
the vaults. 

The doors of the mint are closed ev¬ 
ery weekday promptly at 4 o’clock in 
the afternoon. After that honr no one 
but mint employees have any business 
within the walls which inclose so much 
money, and no one can either stay in 
or get in without a special permit from 
the superintendent. Needless to say, 
this is difficult to obtain. 

Simultaneously with the dosing of 
the doors at 4 o’clock the first shift of 
the night guard goes on duty. The shift 
is composed of the captain of the guard 
and 11 stalwart men. As the men file 
out to begin their round each one is 
handed a big Colt’s revolver of the most 
approved pattern and loaded with big 
cartridges. 

From then on till midnight seven of 
the 11 guards patrol without cessation 
every floor of the inside of the mint, from 
the corridors of the gloomy vaults 
where, away down in the earth, are 
stowed eighty odd million dollars in 
silver and almost as much gold, to the 
top floor, where there is nothing more 
valuable than machinery. Placed at fre¬ 
quent intervals throughout the corridors 
are electrical devices for enabling the 
oaptain of the guard to keep tabs on bis 
men. Each of these little machines com¬ 
municates with the rotunda opposite 
the Chestnut street entrance to the 
mint. Here it is that the captain is sta¬ 
tioned all through the long hours of 
his shift. Every two minutes and a 
half the central machine in the rotunda 
denotes the presence of some one of tho 
guard at some particular station in the 
building. If it doesn’t, then the cap¬ 
tain knows that something is wrong, 
and he immediately proceeds to discov¬ 
er what it is. 

But it has been a long time since the 
little machine failod to send forth its 
annonneement at the proper timo, for 
the mint guards are patrolling up and 
down outside the big building, oareful- 
ly watching that no suspicions charac¬ 
ters approach too near the vast treasure 
left in their caro. 

Promptly at midnight tbe second 
shift of tho night gourd puts in an ap¬ 
pearance to relieve the early shift. It 
is also composed of a captain and 11 
men, and they are split np, as the other 
squad, into inside and outside details. 
From midnight on until 7 o’clock in 
the morning they follow in tbe foot¬ 
steps of tho first shift, with every fac¬ 
ulty nlert to catch un intruder. 

The big revolvers are not the only 
weapons upon which tho guards have 
to rely. On each side of tho main cor¬ 
ridor leading from tbe Chestunt street 
eutranoe stands u walnut case. Through 
the polished glass front of one frown 
30 Winchester rifles. The other con¬ 
tains as many ugly looking carbines. 
To grab these dispensers of death would 
be but tbo work of an instant for the 
guards, and then woe be unto uny man 
or men upon whom it might be found 
necessary to turn them. 

For the revolvers there is kopt con¬ 
stantly on hand in tbe mint 500 rounds 
of ammunition, and for the rifles and 
carbines 9,500 rounds. Each of the 
guards is on expert in tho use of both 
the pistol and the gnu, and each is en¬ 
dowed with a plentiful stock of cour¬ 
age; hence a combination capablo of 
successfully resisting almost anything 
less than a regiment. 

The superintendent and assistant cus¬ 
todian both talked to the reporter about 
the methods in use to proteot the mint 
und its contents. Both smiled signifi¬ 
cantly when the possibility of ono get¬ 
ting away with a portion of the vast 
treasure waa suggested. 

‘‘It would be folly for any one to try 
it," was the superintendent's only com¬ 
ment. To it the assistant custodian nod¬ 
ded emphatic assent. 

"I have been here for a good many 
years,” the latter said, “and no such 
attempt has ever been made. It is prac¬ 
tically impossible for any one to break 
into tbe mint from the outside, and no 
one oould secrete himself in the build¬ 
ing dnring the hours when it is open to 
visitors and hope to avoid discovery. 
We search every nook and corner of the 
struotnre carefully as soon as the doors 
are closed for the day, aud you may 
rest assured if any one who had no 
busineaa within these walls was found 
he wonld regret the day he was born." 

In addition to the two shifts of night 
guards, the superintendent and assistant 
custodian have a habit of dropping in 
at the mint at odd houra of the night to 
see that everything is going on all right. 

The mint is connected with the cen¬ 
tral telephone station, and should there 
be trouble the captain of the guard 
oould communicate with polioe head¬ 
quarters in a brief spore of time. 

“If yon come across anybody who 
thinks he can get rich quickly by help¬ 
ing bimeelf to onr coin,’’ remarked the 
superintendent in parting, "jnst advise 
him to think it over carefully first.” 

In oomplianoe with the superintend¬ 
ent’s suggestion the advioe is hereby 
given. 

And it is pretty good advioe to follow 
too.—Philadelphia Inquirer.

How Deadly Blood Foada Aro Waged In 
the Khyher Fees. 

During tbe time I have beeifln In 
dia, writes a soldier correspondent, the 
most interesting period was when I was 
stationed on duty for three months some 
years back in Landikotal, on the Af¬ 
ghanistan side of the far famed Kbyber 
pass. Here I was able to forcibly real¬ 
ize the meaning of “vendetta,” as the 
characteristic blood fends of the Afridis 
are quaint and interesting. 

The pass itself is a neutral zone be¬ 
tween India and Afghanistan, bnt we ex¬ 
ercise our dominion over the road that 
winds its way for 31 miles through the 
narrow valley. Here, as elsewhere in 
Afghanistan, blood fends are a recog¬ 
nized institntion among the tribes and 
last through generations, the dishonor 
resting with that family who last suf¬ 
fered from some defeat or treacherous 
murder. 

When an encounter occurs between 
two tribes occupying settlements on op¬ 
posite sides of the road mentioned, one 
or other must cross it before commenc¬ 
ing firing, as firing across tbe road is 
prohibited, bnt on either side they caD 
exercise their friendly feelings toward 
each other without hindrance. 

But still quainter is it when the 
feuds are between close neighbors. Each 
family, with near relations, occupies a 
number of mud hats, inclosed in a 
square surrounded by a thick, high wall 
of mud, stone and wood. At one corner 
of these squares is built a watch tower 
30 feet high, where the family marks¬ 
man takes his position and playfully 
picks off any unfortunate who shows 
himself in the next sqnare. Constitu¬ 
tionals are therefore confined on both 
sides and limited to nightly prowls. 

Do Not Head In the Can. 

A London publisher whose eyesight 
has become so impaired that he finds 
himself able to do scarcely any reading 
warns readers against working their 
eyes when traveling in the cars. He 
says: 

"For many years past I have been in 
the liahit of reading and writing for 
some hours in the train almost dally, 
and my present trouble is undoubtedly 
traceable to this cause.”

People would make their 
eyes remain serviceable much longer if ;

blurry or tho reudiug matter gets out 
of focus they would seek the best pro- ! 
fessioual skill and prepare to use glasses. 
This muy be at uny age between 18 and 
40.

One day when Queen Victoria was 
present in her carriage at a military re¬ 
view tho princess royal, then ruther a 
willful girl of 13 or 14, sitting on the 
front seat, seemed disposed to be rather 
familiar aud coquettish with some 
young officers of the escort. Her majesty 
gave several reproving looks without 
avail. At length, in flirting her hand¬ 
kerchief over the sides of the carriage, 
the princess dropped it, too evidently 
not accidentally. Instantly two or three 
young officers sprung from their sad¬ 
dles to return it, but tbe voice of tbe 
queen staid them.

“Now, my daughter, 
get down from the carriage and pick up 
your handkerchief. ” There was uo help 
for it.

Extraordinary Drink*.

The Laplanders drink a great deal of 
smoked snow water, aud one of the na¬ 
tional drinks of the Tonquinese is ar¬ 
rack flavored with chickens' blood. The 
list would scarcely be complete without 
mention of absinthe, which may be call¬ 
ed the natioual spirituous drink of 
France. It is a horrible compound of 
aloohol, anise, coriunder, fennel, worm¬ 
wood, indigo and sulphide of copper. It 
is strong, nasty and a moral and phys¬ 
ical poison. 

Scotland. 

Prior to the year 258, which witness¬ 
ed its invasion by the Scoti, a tribe who 
inhabited the northern portions of the 
country now known as Ireland, Scot¬ 
land bore tbe name of Caledonia, liter¬ 
ally the hilly country of the Caels, or 
Gaels. The word cael, or gael, is a cor¬ 
ruption of Gadhel, signifying in the 
native tongue “a hidden rover,” while 
Scot, derived from the native scuite, 
means practically the same thing—i. e., 
a wanderer. The Caledonians were the 
inhabitants of the highlands, the termi¬ 
nation dun expressing the Celtio for 
hill, fort, stronghold. The Scots were 
the invaders from Scotia, who appropri¬ 
ated the Hebrides and western islands, 
whereas the lowlnnders were the Piets, 
so called from their description by the 
Romans, pioti, painted men.—“Names 
aud Their Meaning.”

sustenance. B. Hayward urged the 
Board to grant the prayer of the peti¬ 
tion from an economical sense, for if 
she were not sent home she would 
i have to be supported by the county. 

On motion of Adair the sum of $100 
was appropriated from the General 
Fund to transport Mrs. Wadsworth 
and children to New York. 

A. F. Otto of Belmont, through Su¬ 
pervisor Brown, asked for a permit to 
lay a pipe along the county road to 
connect with the Reid sewer. The 
matter was laid over until the next 
meeting of the Board. 

The communication of James Me- 
Rea stating that a road running to his 
ranch near La Honda had been closed 
by Col. Preston.* On motion the com¬ 
munication was referred to Supervisor 
McEvoy. 

The communication of E. W. Mc- 
Cardle offering to collect certain 
money due the county from the State 
for 10 per cent was tiled.

SAD DEATH OP WILLIAM IMSICK. 

On Monday morning last, Constable 
Daniel Neville of Colma, in company 
with John Nelson, drove loi n Mission 
Road from Colma, and, while jogging 
along in the cart at a point above the 
Jersey Farm Lane, discovered the body 
of a man, lying face downward, by the 
roadside. 

Constable Neville asked Mr. Nelson 
| to get out of the cart and ascertain 
whether the man was alive or dead, 
j On approaching the body Mr. Nelson 
found the man was dead—although the 
body was still warm, indicating that 
life had been extinct but a short time. 
The body was lying about six feet from 
the fence on the west side of Mission 
Road. A double-barreled breech-load¬ 
ing No. 10 guage Parker shot gun was 
protruding through the fence, resting 
upon the third lioard from the ground, 
with muzz]# elevated and pointing to¬ 
wards the road and with one hammer 
raised and one down. Marks upon the 
fence boards showed plainly where the 
man had placed his feet in climbing 
over. All the circumstances pointed 
to the fact that in crossing over the 
fence with a loaded gun with hammers 
cocked, one of the barrels had been 
accidentally discharged. Upon exami¬ 
nation later by a Coroners’ jury it was 
found that the charge of shot had en¬ 
tered the body directly over the heart. 
Death must have come to the unfortu¬ 
nate man instantaneously. Upon as¬ 
certaining that the man was dead, Con¬ 
stable Neville left Mr. Nelson to watch 
; beside the body, and driving to the 
San Bruno House, telephoned lirst to 
Justice of the Peace Cunningham at 
this place. Finding that Mr. Cunning¬ 
ham was out of town, he called up 
Coroner Crowe of Redwood City. It 
chanced that Justice of the Peace Cun¬ 
ningham was in Redwood City and 
Coroner Crowe requested Mr. Cunning¬ 
ham to return and hold the inquest. 
It was about 5 o’clock p. m. before a 
Coroners’ jury was secured and the 
inquest held, the verdict being in con¬ 
formity with the facts as herein stated. 

The only article upon the body 
pointing to the dead man’s identity 
was an inscription upon the locket 
worn as a charm upon the gold watch 
chain of the deceased. The inscription 
read: “Presented to Wm. Imsick by 
Club Frohsinn December 29, 1892.” 
These words telegraphed to the news¬ 
papers of San Franciseo brought out 
the facts that the deceased was Wm. 
Imsick, a German, and by occupation 
a butcher, whose home was at 1319 
Broadway, San Francisco, where he 
lived with his wife and two small 
sons. 

Imsick had been out of employment 
some two months, and on Sunday 
night informed his wife that he had 
secured a position and would commence 
work on Tuesday. Being fond of hunt¬ 
ing, on Monday morning, about 6:30 
o’clock, he left home with his dog, a 
fine black and white setter, for a day’s 
shooting on the marshes near this 
place. His railroad ticket, found in 
his pocket, indicated that he left the 
train at the cemeteries, thence he evi¬ 
dently hunted across the fields to 
Jersey Farm. His death occurred in 
crossing the fence from a Jersey Farm 
field into Mission Road. His faithful 
dog was found beside and guarding 
the dead body of his luckless master, 
and could not be induced to leave it. 
After the inquest, when the body had 
been placed in an open spring wagon 
for removal to this place, the faithful 
animal, loyal to the last, sprang into 
the vehicle and stretched himself be¬ 
side the cold clay of the man lie loved, 
where lie remained, refusing both food 
and drink when it was offered. 

On Tuesday afternoon the body was 
removed to the city by Marini & Co., 
undertakers, for burial. 

Club Frohsinn was a social organiza¬ 
tion composed of young Germans, of 
which Imsick was secretary. He was 
also a member of the Improved Order 
of Red Men.

Nearly all of these answer such ap¬ 
plications with tho words of the sign, 
“No Boxes Sold Here,” but there aro 
some few which sell them us regularly 
as they do other objects of merchandise 
and are quito indifferent to wbut be¬ 
comes of them so long as they get their 
rather high prices for the empty boxes 
bearing the name of the firm. Similur 
indifference is shown by a well known 
English pickle factory, which nllows 
its labels to bo sold hero and pasted 
over any sort of stuff that tho pur¬ 
chaser of them happens to concoct.—

As the ball fiies swiftly toward you, 
you have only a second or two In which 
to guess where It will strike the ground 
and how far and how high It will 
bound.

to reach tin imaginary point In the air 
i after it has bounded, so that the racket 
j may meet It at exactly the right time 
i and place.

fect condition for a match. “I believe 
I could hit a sixpence at the far end of 
the court,” he said.

STRIKING CONTRASTS 

Difference* in the American, Spaninh 
and Cnban Soldiers. 

The American soldier, the private In 
the ranks, is magnificent. The percent¬ 
age of men rejected to those accepted 
Is unknown In any other service. The 
very small standing army makes it pos¬ 
sible for the men to be selected with 
the greatest care, both ns regards their 
physical, moral and Intellectual require¬ 
ments. Of every hundred men who 
seek enlistment, ninety of them are re¬ 
jected, which Insures the accepted ten 
being very narrowly picked over. Even 
now, when the emergency required the 
regiments to be recruited above the 
peace strength, the general average has 
not been much reduced, and the re¬ 
cruit who knew nothing of soldiering 
until a few weeks ngo has borne fa¬ 
tigue as well as the seasoned veteran, 
and stood unmoved while the bullets 
went whistling over his head. 

The contrast between the American 
and Spanish soldier Is ns striking phy¬ 
sically as It Is every other way. The 
/Vmerican private is broad-shouldered 
md well set up; the Spaniard Is small 
uid lithe. But the greatest contrast 
is In their Intellectual status. The 
American soldier not only follows the 
plan of campaign with Intelligence, but 
has his own plan, which he frequently 
considers to be better than his officers’. 
Hie Spanish private knows nothing 
of what goes on around him and has no 
power of comprehension. He is sltnply 
a machine, to obey because he has to, 
and because he stands In very great 
fear of his officers. 

And as Interesting as both the Amer¬ 
ican and Spanish soldier is the Cuban. 
Smaller even than the Spaniard, liv¬ 
ing on nothing, ragged, he has brought 
Spain to her knees. The Cuban, of 
course. Is a fanatic solely. I imagine 
that very few of the natives have any 
comprehension of the meaning of the 
word liberty, although they know very 
well that Spain has oppressed them, 
and anything Is better than a contin¬ 
uance of Spanish rule. As one sees the 
Cubans, their brown bodies visible 
through their rags, their general air 
of neglect, he may laugh at the Cuban 
Idea of soldiering, but he must still 
respect them for what they have done. 
—Cuban Correspondent London Chroni¬ 
cle.

Modern Rush and Worry Predtapoo# 
to Thla Disorder. 

This is often classed among the "dis¬ 
eases of modern life,” and probo.l,!y it 
really Is of more common occurrence 
now than It was In the early years of 
our century, when railways and steam¬ 
ships and telegraphs were not for It is 
the rush and the worry of life, which 
these things typify and aid, that pre¬ 
dispose powerfully to the disease.

The sub¬ 
stances so got rid of are, many of them, 
exceedingly poisonous, and It is to their 
retention In the system that most of the 
danger of kidney disease is due. 

The symptoms of Bright’s disease In 
Its early stages are very slight, and 
such ns they arc, are often mistaken 
for the signs of simple Indigestion; but 
much more frequently symptoms of In¬ 
digestion. slight rheumatic pains In the 
loins and other minor Ills are regarded 
by nervous people ns Indicative of kid¬ 
ney disease. Almost everybody suffer# 
at times from more or less backache, 
headache, dizziness, indigestion, per¬ 
haps blurring of the eyes, and even a 
little swelling of the feet toward even¬ 
ing, but very few such persons have 
any trouble with the kidneys. 

A man who suffers persistently from 
these symptoms would be wise to con¬ 
sult a physician, but he would be very 
foolish to’make his own diagnosis from 
such Insufficient data, and then worry 
himself Into an Illness. Even a phy¬ 
sician cannot make a positive diagnosis 
of Bright's disease without a thorough 
chemical and microscopical examina¬ 
tion. 

The treatment of Bright's disease be¬ 
longs entirely to the physician. The 
malady Is a serious one, and any at¬

Marketing Garden Vegetablee. 

Only half, or often less than this, of 
the gardener's work Is accomplished 
when he has successfuUy grown hi* 
crop.

There is more often failure 
here than anywhere else In gardening. 
Frequently such failure Is made in¬ 
evitable, by locating the garden where 
It* produce cannot find a near market. 
Such places are also generally difficult 
to manure, and the necessary help to 
harvest the vegetable crops as well 
as to market them cannot be easily se¬ 
cured. The products of the garden are 
much more bulky than those of farm 
lands In ordinary crops. The difference 
pf a mile or two miles In carrying each 
load to market becomes an enormous 
burden when applied to the bulkiest 
garden of vegetables. It Is this that 
makes land near cities and villages, 
that Is suitable for market gardening, 
so dear as It Is. And yet, the market 
gardener who Is wise will prefer this 
highest priced land rather than the 
i land that is much cheaper because It is 
farthest from market.

Among the most distinguished mis¬ 
ers was Daniel Dancer.

Three pounds 
of coarse beef aud fourteen dumplings 
formed their menu for years, except 
upon one occasion, when Providence 
changed the course of these viands. 

Mr. Dancer, walking one day in 
search of bones and other delicate of¬ 
fal, found a dead sheep aud carried it 
home iu triumph. His sister received it 
as an immediate gift from heaven. 
Time went on and the maiden fell ill. 
Lady Temple, a generous neighbor, 
was so kind that Miss Dancer determ¬ 
ined to leave her £ 2 , 000 , but she died 
before the will could he signed and her 
brother claimed her fortune as the 
price of her hoard for forty years. 

He constantly guarded against 
thieves, and concealed his gold and 
hank notes with spiders among their 
cobwebs In the cow house, and iu the 
holes In the clilinney, covering theta 
with ashes. The light of generosity, 
however, penetrated one chink of his 
miserable soul—he loved Ills dog, and 
while denying himself bread, he ullow- 
cd his dog a pint, of milk dally with 
other delicacies.
